Doran said there are 4,000 union

pointed to labor’s fine record by 
citing th a t th ere have been only 
five strikes in Delta county in the 
past IO years, but the ratio of tim e 
lost w as only 4/100 of one per 
cent of th e total m a n-hours of 
w ork d u rin g the period. 
Aim to Im prove Record 
“We believe w e

Radio Disturbances 


Causing More Trouble 


A year or tw o ago the city conducted a 
* * campaign to clear up radio interference 
in Escanaba after a num ber of com plaints 
had been filed regarding the disturbances. 
A s a result of th a t campaign, m a n y of the 
sources of radio noises w ere located and 
corrected. 
The situation is becoming serious again 
and at least one com plainant contends that 
a lot of the noise is caused by th e city- 
owned electrical equipment, such as faulty 
electric lines, leaky transform ers, etc. If 
city equipm ent is causing radio d istu rb ­ 
ances, the city certainly should correct the 
situation. T here is an ordinance designed 
to require local residents to filte r appli­ 
ances that create radio d isturbances and, 
of course, the city m ust do the sam e with 
its electrical equipm ent. 
The job of keeping radio distu rb an ces at 
a m inim um is one that requires constant 
vigilance. F ilterer w ears out and new a p ­ 
pliances are continually being installed. 
Each resident should check his ow n elec­ 
trical appliances to determ ine w h e th e r any 
of them are causing radio 
disturbances. 
Those that set up howls and speaks in the 
radio should be equipped w ith noise-elim - 
inators, because these noises in v ariab ly are 
carried to hom es in the vicinity and dis­ 
turb the radio reception of neighbors. You 
cannot be a good neighllor by ruining the 
radio reception of the fam ilies living n ear 
you. 
As any radio fan knowns, th ere are few' 
things more exasperating than a d istu rb ­ 
ance that ruins reception of a particularly 
interesting radio program .

Subsidies Unsound, 
Says Economist

E U R E K A , Kans.,— Although

am a statistician rather

farmer, no spring to me would Ire 
complete without making an ap­ 
praisal of the U. S. farm situation. 
Farm ers, like practically every­ 
one else, are rather 
preoccupied 
with the business of making mon­ 
ey. Their success in this matter

through 1949 is nothing less than 
astounding. Farm ers’ 
total 
cash 
receipts climbed from $8,668,000,- 
000 in 1989 to $31,308,000,000 in 
tile record year of 1948, Last year, 
there was an 111 b per cent

cline to $27,703 000,000. 
W ill the 
downtrend continue in 1950? 
Although it is much too 
early 
in the season to attempt a forecast 
of total crop production, it may bo

■will try again for another bump­ 
er outturn. Government supports 
are too attractive for them to do 
otherwise. Acreage cuts may well 
be offset by use of better land and 
seed, closer planting, and inten­ 
sive cultivation.

Info Farming 


Subsidies Unsound, 
Says Economist 


By ROGER \V. BABSON 
EUREKA, Kans.,—Although 
I 
am a statistician rather 
than 
a 
farmer, no spring to mc would be 
complete without making an ap­ 
praisal of the U. S. farm situation. 
Farmers, like practically every­ 
one else, are rather 
preoccupied 
with the business of making m on­ 
ey. Their success in this m atter 
during 
the 
decade 
from 
1940 
through 1949 is nothing less than 
astounding. Farmers' 
total 
cash 
receipts climbed from 88.668.000,- 
000 in 1939 to S31.30S.000.000 in 
the record year of 1948. Last year, 
there was an IIH per cent 
de­ 
cline to 827,703.000,000. 
Will the 
downtrend continue in 1950? 
Although it is much too 
early 
in the season to attempt a forecast 
of total crop production, it may be 
taken for granted 
that 
farmers 
w ill try again for another bum p­ 
er outturn. Government supports 
are too attractive for them to do 
otherwise. Acreage cuts may well 
be offset by use of better land and 
seed, closer planting, and inten­ 
sive cultivation. But w eather will 
be the determining factor. Should 
the aggregate 1950 crop again be 
large, farm ers’ total receipts may 
slide IO per cent more to 
some­ 
what under 825.000.000.000—a ti­ 
dy sum. nevertheless! 
Factors Behind Slump 
During the w ar years, it 
was 
absolutely 
essential 
that 
farm 
production be stepped up to the 
limit, so that the needs 
of 
our 
allies and of ourselves might bo 
adequately provided for. History 
reveals how well those needs were 
met. Farmers throughout the land 
bent their shoulders to the wheel 
and 
turned 
out 
unprecedented 
crops for years on end. No other 
country in the 
world 
ever 
has 
matched their 
magnificent 
p er­ 
formance. 
But after the w ar ended, farm ­ 
ers still continued to produce huge 
crops of wheat, corn, 
and 
most 
other 
agriculture 
commodities. 
And w hy not, since 
government 
price supports guaranteed them a 
handsome 
income? 
Meanwhile, 
Europe has become virtually self- 
sustaining in agriculture, and no 
longer 
needs 
to 
import 
large 
quantities of farm products from 
this country. The net result has ! 
been a continued accumulation of 
agricultural commodities, espoci- 
ally 
in 
the hands of the U. S. 
government.

vard historian defended 
B enja­ 
min Franklin against the conten­ 
tion of some m odern critics 
that 
the great patriot’s w ork in science 
Was “trivial.” 
These critics erroneously m ain­ 
tain, said Dr. I. Bernard 
Cohen, 
that F ranklin’s scientific 
attain­ 
ments would not be be rem em ber­ 
ed at all today ii he hadn’t been 
a political big shot. 
The real facts are, said Cohen, 
that Franklin m ade m ajor 
con­ 
tributions to the understanding of 
electricity, 
heat 
transfer 
and 
chemical action. 
Coined Electrical Terms 
Even in these days of scientific 
sophistication, declared the 
Har­ 
vard professor, w e’re still 
using 
electrical 
term s 
that 
Franklin 
coined—such as the word 
“bat­ 
tery,” and the 
labels 
“positive” 
and 
“negative” 
for 
electrical 
charges. 
Cohen 
addressed 
the 
annual 
meeting of the American Philo­ 
sophical 
society, an organization 
founded by Benjamin Franklin in 
1743 and known 
as ‘the 
first 
learned society 
of 
the 
British 
plantations in America.” Ho spoke- 
in the society’s headquarters, just 
around the corner from Independ­ 
ence Hall. 


Cohen 
said 
some 
critics 
of 
Franklin contend that the No. I 
Philadelphian’s 
contribution 
to 
science was “primarily of practi­ 
cal rather than theoretical value” 
—that is, that Franklin 
was 
an 
inventive gadgeteer 
who 
didn’t 
add much to the basic concepts of 
science. 
Cohen 
grants 
that 
some 
of 
Franklin’s stuff 
was 
aimed 
at 
pure utility—such as his invention 
of bifocal eye glasses and a gad­ 
get for removing books 
from 
a 
shelf without 
getting 
up 
from 
one’s chair. 
Lightning Rod Helped 
But he maintains that 
F ran k ­ 
lin’s invention of 
the 
lightning 
rod was developed 
from 
pure 
scientific research — r e s e a r c h 
which 
had 
demonstrated 
that 
lightning was electrical in char­ 
acter and that “pointed” ground­ 
ed conductors were needed to dis­ 
sipate the lightning. 
Cohen 
maintains

Franklin is probably best known

WASHINGTON—National Home 
Demonstration Week is April 39 
to May 6. Some 3,OOO.GUO country 
women will show what they are 
doing to improve their homes and 
keep their families well. 
In about 
56.000 
communities 
women will hold festivals, coun­ 
ty-wide meetings, tours, demon­ 
strations, exhibits and other ac­ 
tivities. A part of the Department 
of Agriculure’s Cooperative E x­ 
tension Service, the home demon­ 
stration program began in 1913. It 
features good home management, 
nutrition, 
food 
production 
and 
preservation, 
use 
of equipment. 
home furnishings, 
family 
rela­ 
tions, clothing, consumer buying, 
community activity. 
Home 
demonstration 
agents, 
who conduct the 
program 
with 
homemakers, 
are 
cooperatively 
employed by local county 
gov­ 
ernments, state agricultural col­ 
leges and tho Agriculture D epart­ 
ment. ‘ A part of tho agent’s .job 
is to inspire and encourage the 
homemakers, as well as to give 
specific and technical help,” Miss 
Mary Rokahr, in charge of the ex­ 
tension service’s home economics 
specialists, 
explained. 
“Helping 
them are nearly 150,000 
volun­ 
teer local leaders who have been 
given special training 
and 
pass 
on what they have 
learned 
to 
their 
neighbors. 
The 
week 
is 
especially set apart to pay tribute 
to these volunteer workers and to 
play up the results of their work 
during the year.” 
Miss Rokahr, who has been in 
home management work 
for 
20 
years, and has 
traveled 
through 
about every state and territory to 
give experienced advice 
in 
the 
program, told me that hom em ak­ 
ers are “broadening 
their 
hori­ 
zons and developing a better u n ­ 
demanding of national and inter­ 
national affairs” everwhcre. “In 
addition,” she told me, “rural wo­ 
men continue to work for better 
nutrition— 1,204,000 families 
im ­ 
proved their food supply last year 
and more than 1,500,000 families 
received help 
in 
food, canning 
freezing, drying and storing. 
Aid In Sewing 
“Also 
some 
934,000 
families 
were assisted with clothing con­ 
struction problems, 
and 
764.000 
with selection of clothing and tex­ 
tiles, with the result 
that 
new 
fabrics are no longer a m ystery 
to homemakers.” 
Miss 
Rokahr 
points out that in 1948, 40 per cent 
more families got help 
in 
home 
sewing than in 1942, which 
she 
says is a reflection of the home 
sewing boom sweeping the coun­ 
try. 
“Improved housing is big nart 
of the program,” she added. “Sev­

G enerally reg ard e d as a 
m alad y affecting m a tu re and old­ 
er people, he stressed

grave 
fact th a t in th e age class betw een 
b irth to 20 years, m ore th an four 
tim es as m a n y people die of can ­ 
cer th an are victim s of polio. Ile

equal to th e d eath rate 
from all 
so-called ch ild ren ’s diseases com ­ 
bined.
